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1 The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-68 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Koenig et al. (6,280,667) as set forth in the previous Office action. 

3. App|jcants' arguments filed March 22, 2004 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. It is first noted by the examiner that the rejection is based on 
obviousness and not anticipation, as indicated in the response filed March 22, 2004. 
Applicants argue that the process disclosed in the Koenig et al. patent does not teach 
processing steps at a temperature below the active volatilizing temperature of the wood 
fiber filler as claimed in claim 1 and note that Koenig teaches removing any volatiles 
after the composite is fully mixed. This is not persuasive because Koenig et al. indicate 
at column 6, lines 5-39 that the plastic is mixed with the wood fiber filler in zone 12 of 
the processor (10) and then volatiles are removed in zone 13. Thus this reference 
teaches or suggests maintaining a temperature below a volatilizing temperature during 
the mixing step. 

Applicants also argue that although the processing temperatures (used by 
Koenig) are likely below the degradation temperature, as suggested by the examiner, it 
is also very clear that Koenig is teaching at each stage that temperatures should be as 
high as possible to achieve an unexpected result and that Koenig discusses 
temperatures from 190°C.=212^C. which is significantly less than post drying 
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temperatures used herein which In most instances are below 170*C. This Is not 
persuasive because Koenig et al. describe processing temperatures at column 9. line 
35 which may be as low as 1 65°C. 

Applicants also note that Koenig does not appear to be directed to a process for 
producing composite foamed stnjctures, but Koenig provides an entire section which 
describes foaming beginning at column 17, line 52.
